The pulse is reported this 
morning not only less frequent but more

There is notice- 
able a despondent expression visible on the 
faces of those having access to 
the President's chamber, and the 
greatest reticence is observed, especi- 
ally by the attending surgeons, who do not 
enter the business portion of the house un- 
less absolutely necessary. The degpondent 
expression of Attorney-General Veagh 
was especially noticeable. Shortly 
after 9 o’clock the Cabinet officers, 
with the exception of Secretary 
Lincoln, who arrived ata later hour, haviag 
just returned from New York, left the White 
House for their respective departménts.

AN INTERESTING PRISONER. 


Widow of a Clergyman, and of Aristo- 
cratic Connections.

A fashionabiy-dreesed lady was amnng the 
passengers by the evening coach which drew 
up to the Elmer House, in Cornwall-on-the- 
Hudson, about two months ago. She regis- 
tered as Mrs. Emma Lee Hudson, of No. 23 
Park avenue, New York, and was accom- 
panied by two children—a girl about 12 years 
old, and a boy a few years older. Mrs. Hud- 
son was lady-like and affable, and soon gained 
the friendship and confidence of the other 
boarders in the hotel. One 
of the most intimate acquaintances in her 
new bome was Mrs. William H. 
Heiser, whose husband is engaged in the 
hardware business at No. 511 Eighth avenue. 
Having ascertained that Mr. Heiser hada 
book account with the firm of Arnold, Con- 
stable & Co., Mrs. Hudson went to that house 
on Thursday, the 4th inst., and bought a bill 
of goods amounting to$15550. She ordered 
them sent to Mrs. Heiser, at the Grand Cen- 
tral Lepot. The salesman was not acquaint- 
ed with Mrs. Heiser, and believing Mrs. Hud- 
son to be that lady, he charged the goods to 
Mr. Heiser, and sent them to the depot, 
where they were delivered to Mrs. 
Hudson. On the following day 
the bill for the goods was sent to Mr. Heiser. 
The latter knew his wife had not beenin 
town onthe previous day, and upon obtaining 
a description of the lady who had personated 
Mrs. Heiser he recognized the person as be- 
ing the charming Mrs. Hudson. Mr. Heiser 
reported the case at police headquarters, and 
Detective Von Gerichten was detailed to 
watch Mrs. Hudson’s Park avenue residence, 
while Detective Irving was sent to look out 
for the lady atthe Grand Central Depot. 
Mrs. Hudson visited the Grand Central De- 
pot vesterday and was arrested. The lady 
was very indignant. She asserted that she 
was rs.“ Georgiana P. Kensett, of 
Baltimore, Md., but when the officer 
insisted on taking her to the station-house 
she confessed her guilt, and said the goods 
she had obtained from Messrs. Arnold, Con- 
stable & Co.Jcould be found at No. 25 Park 
avenue. She was arraigned before Justice 
Murray,in the Yorkville Police Court, in the 
afternoon. When asked for ber statement in 
response to the charge of swindling, the pris- 
oner replied: I have nothing to say, your 
Honor. I obtainedithe goods from Arnold, 
Constable & Co. under the name of Mrs. Hei- 
ser. I am sorry for what I have done, and it 
is the rst offense Jever committed.’’ The 
prisoner was committed to jail in default of 
71.000 bail.

Oertel, of No.402 West Twenty second-street, 
tock as a boarder Mrs. Emma Lee Hudson, 
whojbad just arrived i e city from Boston.

After leaving Dr. Oertel's, Mrs. Hudson 
boarded in Sixteenth street, and then in 
Thirty-fifth street. In December, 1879, she 
went to live in Miss Bronk’s boarding-house, 
at No. 23 Park avenue. 

“I did not ask her for any reference or 
recommendations,“ Miss Bronk said yester- 
day. While with me she was employed as 
private secretary by Dr. J. Marion Sims, 
wrote for several papers, canvassed for Ap- 
pleton’s dublishing company, and did work 
for an English mineral water company, 
which now owes her }00. For the last three 
months sbe has done nothing and has had no 
money—not enough to buy a loaf of bread. 
I gave her her fare to Cornwall. A 
few days ago she brought home a package of 
goods which she said she had picked up 
in the street. She said she intended to ex- 
change them at Arnold & Constable’s. On 
Thursday she left the house for this purpose. 
When she was brought back by the detective 
I thought she had been arrested by mistake. 
She has suffered greatly during the past 
week. We were sitting on the stoop a few 
nights ago, when she suddenly exclaimed: 
“I wisb the angel of death would cover me 
and my children witb his dark wings!“

THE MONITOR MERRIMAC. 


_ —— — 


Story of the Brilliant Career ot the 
Noted Confederate Ironclad. 
J. R. Kg lestou in Philadeiphia Times. 

Whenthe Federals abandoned the navy 
vard at Norfolk in 1861 they set fire to the 
vessels lying there in ordinary. Among these 
was the Merrimac, one of a class of vessels 
which. when they were built, were consider- 
ed the finest specimens of naval architecture 
afloat. On the occasion in question the Mer- 
rimac was burut to the water line. Her ma- 
chinery remained intact and it was determin- 
ed by the Confederate authorities to make of 
what remained of heran ironclad rain that 
might give some trouble te the enemy’s ves- 
seis lying in the waters of Virginia. A struc- 
ture of oak, sloping like the roof of a house, 
wasibuilt upon the old hulk, and this wood- 
work was covered with plates of wrought 
iron two inches thick. The ends of these 
plates, where they rested on the edge of the 
old hulk, extended about a foot under water. 
Below that line the vessel was vulnerable as 
she had ever been. The rudder-chains, too, 
were perfectly unprotected, lying exposed on 
the ‘“‘fantail,’’ or that portion of the hull 
which extended outabaft the shield. The 
wheel was underthe forward Pg of the 
shield andthe pilot was protected by a huge 
hollow cone of cast tron, perforated with 
holes for him to see through. The battery of 
the Merrimac consisted of ten Dahlgren 
guns: one jll-inch, pointing forward and 
another pointing aft, and eigbt 9-inch guns 
on the sides. 

Our crew was made up in a great measure 
of green countrymen detailed from the dif- 
ferent volunteer regiments stationed about 
Norfolk, but there were some trained seamen 
among them. From the time of taking 
them in hand till the day of going into action, 
an interval of about two weeks, we drilled 
them incessantly at the guns of the receiving 
ship, the old frigate United States. 

On the forenoon of the 8th day of March, 
1862, the Merrimac, or, as she had been new- 
ly christened, the Virginia, cast off from the 
wharf at the navy yard and started on her 
trial trip. We steamed straight for Hampton 
Roads. Whatever was the design of our 
captain, Franklin Buchanan, he kept it to 
himself. Years afterwards I learned from 
Caſesby Jones, our executive officer, that he 
had been taken into the captain’s confidence, 
but I am quite certain that no else had. We 
all thought that we were making an ordinary 
trial trip. And yet we were rapidly ap- 
proaching the enemy’s vessels—the Cumber- 
land and Congress frigates—that lay at 
anchor off Newport’s News. As 
1 midshipman I had served in 
both vessels, the Cumberland, in which I 
had served briefly, being the first vessel I had 
ever boarded, while the “ongress had been 
my floating heme for nearly three years. How 
aatural they looked—their boats at the swing- 
ing booms, the Congress with her wash- 
clothes between the main and mizzen rigging. 
How many of the poor fellows who scrubbed 
their blue shirts on the deck that morning 
ever had need again of shirts or aught else 
after that day? 

At last there is a sign of life on board the 
two frigates. Their swinging-booms go along- 
side; their boats are run to the davits; the 
Congress pipes down wash-clotbes, and now 
we bear the long roll of our own drum and 
fife calling us to quarters? There is no longer 
a doubt of our captain’s intentions. He soon 
appears on the gun deck, makes a stirring ap- 
peal to the crew and then takes his station 
near the wheel. 

I commanded the third division of guns 
and was stationed amidships of the shield. 
From that station my view of what was going 
on outside the vessel was restricted to the 
gun-port, and that was nearly filled by the 
gun. Foratime I could see only the rim of 
the horizon or the distant shore. But sud- 
denly the side of a greatship, close aboard, 
came in view. 1 saw her but for a 
moment, for the smoke from her broadside of 
twenty-five guns, promptly answered by our 
own, soon enveloped her and us. A few mo- 
ments of the thunder of battle, of sulphur- 
ous smoke, of the passing below of the 
wounded, and then there is a thud as if the 
vessel had suddenly run aground. There is 
cheering forward, and soon Flag-Lieutenant 
Minor passes aft and cries out: 

„We've sunk the Cumberland.“ 

The next time I saw the Congress she was 
aground with some of her sails set. We had 
taken up araking position under the stern 
and afew shots from our broadside guns 
hrought down her flag. Lieutenant Minor 
was sent in a ship’s cutter to receive her sur- 
render, and at the same time two tugs that 
had been improvised as gunboats ran alonge 
side to take off the prisoners. The tugs were 
driven off by sharpshooters on shore, and 
Minor and one of his boat’s crew were wound- 
ed by musket balls fired outof the gun-deck 
ports of the Congress. Buchanan, then on 
the upper deck, on top ofthe shieid, shouted 
down the hatchway: 


**Destroy that d——d ship! They are killing 
our men under a flag of truce!’? 

Sadly we proceeded to obey the order, for 
we believed thatthe firing on Minor was done 
without the knowledge of the officers of the 
Congress. Nevertheless we resumed our fir- 
ing, while oflicers onthe poop deck of the 
doomed vessel were waving their white nand - 
kerchiefs. But we did not keepit up long, 
for it was apparent that the Congress had al- 
ready been set on fire by our hot shot. About 
this time Buchanan was borne below, wound- 
ed by a sharpshooter on shore. 

We have done a very good day’s work,“ I 
remarked to Catesby Jones, as some time dur- 
ing the afternoon he paused at my division. 

es,“ he replied, “but it isn't over. The 
Minnesota and St. Lawrence are coming up 
from Fortress Monroe.“ 

These vessels fired on us at long range, as 
with the r of night we steamed over 
to Sewell's Point to send on shore our dead 
and wounded. 

With early dawn the next day we saw the 
St. Lawrence back under the guns of Fortress 
Monroe, the Minnesota apparently aground 
near the scene of yesterday’s battle, and a 
curious-looking craft, which proved to be 
the Monitor, tying hear her. We 
steamed over towards the Minnesota, 
and the Monitor boldly set forth to 
meet us half way. For hours and hours we 
bombarded each other without any apparent 
injury to either vessel. Seeing that every 
projectile that struck our strange enemy was 

shattered into ents against her turret. 
I ordered my division to cease firing. Calling 


Catesby Jones’ attention to my idle guns, he

ng the Monitor silenced and 

from the battle and his own vessel at the mer- 
cv of the Merrimac, he had nearly completed 
his preparations for abandoning and burning 
the Minnesota, when, much to his joy, the 
Merrimac returned to Norfolk. It may be as 
well to add that in ber encounter with the 
Monitor the Merrimac did not sustain any 
material injury, while I think an inquiry into 
the reason for the withdrawal ot the Monitor 
will show that ber turret weuld not turn af- 
ter she had been rammed by the Merrimac. 

The last demonstration by the Merrimac 
was against a Federal fleet of elght or ten 
vessels, the Monitor among them. They were 
bombarding Seawell’s Point, under the eye, 
as we! beard, of Mr. Linco.n himself, then on 
a visit to Fortress Monroe. We steamed down 
from Norfolk and offered battle, when the 
whole fleet made haste to huddle under the 
guns of the fortress. We sent in and cut out 
two transport brigs under their very noses, 
but the Monitor let slip the splendid oppor- 
tunity of driving us back to Nordolk a second 
time. 

We are much blamed by our own people 
for destroying the Merrimac when we did. 
After the evacuation of Norfolk by our land 
forces no other course remained to us. e 
could not go to sea nor up the James 
river. Unless the vessel had been destroyed 
her surrender would have been a mere ques- 
tionoftime. With the enemy in possession 
of Norfolk we would have been speedily 
starved into submission. 


SUNDAY IN LONDON. 


Puritanism Rampant in the Wickedest

King Kalakaua is reported 10 an inter- 
viewer as having said that they have strict 
Sunday laws in bis kingdom, and that they 
are enforced.

Fashion and Distress. 
From the Philadelphia Times. 


These foreign papers assert that few peo- 
ple, except those engaged in our textile man- 
ufactories, are aware how fashion has aggra- 
vated the distress which has prevailedin the 
agricultural and industrial population of this 
country. Formerly the iong-haired wool, 
known as “lustre wool,’ was extensively 
used in the manufacture of ladies’ dresses, 
8 a material of beautiful texture. 

hen follow statistics of the increase and de- 
crease of the wool trade, with an estimate of 
the total loss to the wool farmers of the king- 
dom of “nearly seven millions sterling.“ 

Ladies of high rank, who form the associa- 
tion above referred to, have still further ap- 
pealed to the leaders af the London fashions. 
They state: The unsatisfactory state of the 
English woolen industry, and the depression 
among the manufacturers, has necessarily oc- 
casioned great loss to the wool growers. 
Both classes assign a sudden change of fash- 
ion as the immediate cause of their misfor- 
tunes“ 

Not very long ago reference was made to 
the pathetic epee of the silk weavers of Italy 
to the ladies of France and England, in which 
they portrayed their sufferings, caused sim- 
ply by the adoption of the woolen and cotton 

abrics and the limited demand for silk 

among society women, and only a year or two 
ago, when imported birds were used as bon- 
net decorations, ribbon manufacturers failed 
to employ the usual number of hands, and 
hence the distress among families of the rib- 
bon weavers in our very midst. And thus is 
trade influenced by woman’s caprice and 
fashion’s freaks. 

Would it not be a good ilea for our Ameri- 
can ladies to take the same interest in domes- 
tic industries asthe ladies of France and 
England do in their national prosperity? The 
beauty and durability of American silk is 
universally acknowledged; we have facilities 
for being a from the raising of the 
worm to the manufacturing of the choicest 
and most original fabrics, and yet in some 
lastances such is the absurd prejudice against 
home creations, this silk cannot be sold here 
unless it isrepresented to he of fereign brand, 
and is marked at a higher price than is usual- 
ly charged for silks made in our very midst 
and sold by home merchants as American 
silks. Why is this, when these fabrics com- 
pete most favorably in design, coloring and 

nish to the foreign textiles, and are certain- 
ly superior for their long-wearing qualities?

It is not. generally known how the James 
boys operate, but Ican tell you as, I got it 
straight from a man who was in with them 
on two or three jobs. Jesse and Frank go into 
a farming community and become acquainted 
witb the men, and pick out certain ones,after 
a careful: study of their cnaracter, to join with 
them in a particular robbery. They carefully 
broach the subject to them, and if they are 
willing they agree to give them all the way 
from $100 to $500 each. They are required to 
bold the horses and fire off guns and raise a 
racket. while Jesse and Frank, with one or two 
experienced trusties, do the robbing. Imme- 
diately after the completion of the job the 
farmers are paid the stipulated sum, whether 
the haul is large or small, and they ride to 
their homes, while the James boys strike out 
to a place of safety. The men who have been 
inveigled into the job are neverasked to go 
into a similar undertaking a seeond time, but 
they ever afterwards remain under the pow- 
er and fear of the noted robber chieftains, 
upon whom they dare not squeal, for by so 
doing they would give themselves away. 
They always stand ready to protect and se- 
crete the James boys when they are hard 
reseed.’ This explains why the James boys 
ave so many friends in Missouri, and why it 
is so difficult to catch them. It is as hard to 
find them in Missouri as it would be to find a 
needle in a haystack.

This sort 
of playfulness would certainly be mentioned 
in the newspapers,and this is the motive that 
underlies Mr. FLORENCR’s friskiness and 
penchant for practical joking. Yesterday he 
got the laugh on Mr. MCCULLOUGH by ia- 
ducing him to stand up and steer the yacht 
Corsair from Quarantine tothe pier in New 
York by means of a supplemental wheel 
which was not attached to the tiller. A pilot 
in front did the steering, while the sea- 
faring JOHN pulled and hauled at the bogus 


apparatus. Ofcourse this was very funny. 
Still further amusement might nave been 


created if, before landing, Mr. FLORENCE 
and his friends had painted the face of their 
victim or had tied a piece of paper to his coat 
tail before leading him through the streets. 
Next to a deadbeat a practical joker is the 
greatest nuisance that genteel society is 
forced to endure. MCCULLOUGH should take 
FLORENCE out yachting with him some day, 
and when about fifteen miles from shore he 
should tie a barrel of sand to his legs and 
drop him overboard—just by way of a joke.

Out of 
this mass of reading our youth acquire the 
idea that robbery, pillage and rapine, that 
lying and ornamental sneak-thievery are 
the brightest jewels in the diadem of Ameri- 
can character. It is not alone the boys of the 
poorer classes that are tainted. The virus 
has spread through the public schools, and 
through almost every home in this city where 
there are boys. The young men exhibit con- 
siderable literary knowledge in knowing what 
they want. It is acommon thing for a boy 
of twelve to go into a bookstore and ask for 
PAULDE Kocks novels and the Heptameron 
of MARGARET OF ANJOU and the libraries 
all testify that there is a constant effort on 
the part fof incomplete young men 
to get out such dangerous books as 
WYCHERLY’S. or CONGREVE’S plays, or 
„»The Golden Ass of Apuleus.“ The boys 
have the taste for reading thoroughly in- 
grafted in them, but unfortunately they as- 
similate nothing but poison. As a rule the 
parents do not know what the boys are 
reading. For all the average father or moth- 
er in this cityknows BOHN’s edition of the 
Greek novelists is an eminently proper work: 
for children to read, almost as good as ROL- 
LINS’ History. But the boys know what 
the novels are about and thev read them for 
the dirt that is in them—nothing else. 
It would be exceedinglya safe to bet 
that there is not a youth of B16 
either in the high schools @r the academies 
of St. Louis that could not, on demand, pre- 
pare a more thorough and copious list of 
objectionable books} than his teachers. This 
disease of bad reading is epidemic chiefly be- 
cause parents ignorantly encourage a thirst 
for reading! and then failto provide whole- 
some material to satisfy it. If there were 
more such books as “Tom Brown“ good 
books would be read, but they are the excep- 
tion, not the rule. Equipped thoroughly in 
the theory of crime our boys find the practice 
onthe streets, and it is no wonder that 
they come of age criminal proficients. The 
wine-room of a low theatre is just where 
one would expect to find an ordinarily educat- 
ed St. Louis boy, and it is only a step from 
there to the murderers’ row at the Four 
Courts.

What are known as the Alabama Claims“ 
were settled by the Geneva Board of Arbi- 
trators in 1871, the Government of Great 
Britain awarding the United States the sum 
of $15,500,000 to be used in indemnifying In- 
surance companies, ship-owners and ship- 
pers for actual losses sustained. at the hands 
ofthe Confederate cruisers, the Alabama, 
Florida and Shenandoah. This money was 
turned over to our Government and a portion 
of it was disbursed to claimants. A dispute 
arose relatingto the distribution of about 
$9,000,000 of the fund. The Marine Iusur- 
ance companies that paid the losses on the 
ships and cargoes that were destroyed were 
entitled to the money, according to the award, 
but alot of New England statesmen of the 
BEN BUTLER, FRY and Crapo order set up 
the plea thatthe Insurance companies had 
made money during the war and that this 
balance of fhe Geneva Award Fund should 
be divided among the Yankee shippers, who 
were forced to pay high rates of insurance 
while the Confederate cruisers were on the 
seas. These were styled “the war pre- 
mium men.“ Congress, unmindtul of the fact 
that these shippers charged every additional 
dollar of insurance into the cargoes which 
they sold during the war and were, there- 
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te ed bills, for ten years that were de- 
— this from the people 
to whom it was originally awarded. The 
money in the Treasury now amounts to about 
$10,006,000." After it had been wrangled over 
a while longer the Government will steal it 
and put it in its on pocket, as it bas every 
fond that it ever yet held as asacred trust.

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Senator Dan Voorhees, of Indiana, 
His Views on Conkling, the Presidéncy, 
Garfield’s Condition aud Demo- 
cratic Prospects. 


United States Senator Daniel W. V oorhees, 
of Indiana, arrived this morning, and is reg- 


istered at the Southern. The “Tail Syea- 
more” is accompanied by Mr. E. P. Beau - 
champ, of Terre Haute, ex-Consul to Aix- 
la-Chapeile, and at present editor 
of the Terre Haute Saturday Night. 
gentlemen will remain in St. Louis seév- 


eral days attending to private business. Sena- 
tor Voorhees was met by a Post-DisPpaTcu 


reporter this morning, who found him in bis 
— affable mood and perfectly willing to 
express his opinion about anything upon 
which he considered himself entitled to talk. 

He was just reading the morning papers in 
regard to President Garfield’s condition, 
about which he expressed the utmost inter- 
est. I am distressed to death,” said he. 
te see that the President's condition to-day 
is very unfavorable, and I think that thisjis a 
cause for universal sorrow and distress. [ look 
upon Garfield’s death as a most unmitigated 
misfortune, a calamity to himself, his family, 
and to the country generally. Ido not men- 
tion the misfortune to his party, because any 
misfortune te the Republicans would 
be a blessing to the country.

A Chapter in the History of an 
Eccentric Character. 


The Champion of the Poncas Once a 
Detective in St. Louis. 


His Work in Solving the Mystery of the 
Murder of Mrs. Newbold. 


“Tibbles of Omaha“ has distinguished 
bimself again. He is the enthusiast who es- 
poused the cause of that branch of the Lo 
family known as the Poncas. As a sentiment- 
al champion he waged a newspaper and a 
platform war on Secretary Schurz’s policy 
during the Hayes Administration, and later 
wrote a novel with the wrongs of the red man 
fora moral. A year ago, “Bright Eyes,“ the 
daughter of Iron Eye,“ the chief of the Pon- 
cas, was introduced upon the lyceum stage, 
Tibbles appearing in the role of 
manager. The other day the news 
came from Omaha that the Ponca maiden had 
rewarded the advocate of her people's rights 
with her band. 

Few men bave a wider range of personal 
acquaintances than Tibbles of Omaha.“ 
A widower of forty-five, looking back on his 
eccentric life, he must have felt the need of 
something as novel as a Ponca partnership to 
furnish fresh experience. 

Tibbles’ face was once familiar in St. Louis, 
and there are some of the ‘‘old-timers’’ 
around police headquarters who remember 
him. He had just stepped down from the 


pulpit and had 
BECOME A DETECTIVE 

queer transition of vocation that was sure- 
ly. It did not strike Tibbles, however, that 
the change necessitated any revolution in 
personal appearance and so he went about 
in his suit of clerical black, as good a dis- 
guise as ever was donned for secret service. 
He was a sort of standing joke at police head- 
quarters for a while but worked on persist- 
ently until he interested policeman and re- 
porters in his revelations and everybody 
tried to heip him. It is true 
Tibbles didn’t solve completetly the horrible 
mystery he was working with, but he devel- 
oped enough to make tolerably certain the 
fate of Mrs. J. H. Newbold, and to drive 
from the city for good the notorious abor- 
tionist, Doctress Downs. 

It was in Fair week, 1872, that Mrs. New- 
bold, a lady of considerable means, whose 
home was in Carroliton, Mo., came to St. 
Louis in company with a sister, Mrs. Beach, 
seeking treatment for a complaint peculiar to 
the sex. 

The sick lady had been living in Iowa, 
where her family connections were of the 
best. She was a widow, ber husband, Colonel 
ofan lowa regiment, having teen killed in 
battle near Shreveport. A brother-in-law 
was Gov. Newbold of Iowa. When the two 
ladies reached St. Louis they found the city 
full of people and the hotel accommodations 
overtaxed. What evil genius direeted Mrs. 
Newbold to 

DOCTRESS DOWNS 
could never be explained. 
bold was a woman of _ thirty-seven, 
worth some thousands of dollars. 
She was a member of the Methodist Church, 
and the breath of scandal had never touched 
her good name. After the two ladies reached 
the city Mrs. Newbold told her sister that she 
was going to Mrs. Downs to board and to be 
treated, and directed that her baggage be 
sent there. They parted,and Mrs. Beach re- 
turned to Carrollton with the promise of bein 
informed speedily how the case progressed. 
From that day Mrs. Newbold was never 
seen by her friends, nor was any trace 
ever found of her baggage. She had 
between $700 and $800 with her when 
she parted with her sister. Naturally the 
lady’s relatives soon instituted inquiries, land 
the St. Louis police bent their energies 
toward discovering the supposed crime. 
Doctress Downs contented herself with flatly 
denying thatshe hadever seen or heard of 
such a woman as Mrs. Newbold, and 
there the case rested when Tibbles came 
upon thescene. He had been 

A COUNTRY PREACHER, 

and Mrs. Newbold had been an attendant 
upon his ministrations at one time. 
A peculiar aptitude for almost 
anything enable him to turn 
detective without any feeling oi incongruity, 
and he commenced working for clues with a 
thoroughness from which professionals might 
have learned alesson. A search of every in- 
stitution in and about St. Louis was followed 
by a studv of mortuary and other registers. 
This line exhausted, Tibbles went among the 
demi-monde and scattered the pictures of 
the missing woman witn — of large 
rewards for news of her. Preacher though 
he had been, Tibbles was wise in the ways of 
the world. It is said that be 
had every questionable house in St. Louis 
canvassed before he abandoned this unpleas- 
ant possibility.

How Grant’s ather-in-Law and His 
Pals Took Their Bourbon 
and Tobacco.

‘The following quaint document,. dating 
back to 1843, in the possession of Mr. Char- 
trand, of the Recorder’s office, throws light 
upon the ojd-time amusements of the Dont 
eirele, ex-President Grant’s relatives by 
marriage. A coterie of old St. Louisans, in 
which Gen. Grant’s father-in-law and Judge 
Long were conspicuons figures assembled 
at Dent’s farm on the Gravois Road and 
drew up these articles: 

1. The society to be known as the Gravois 
Hunting Club. 

2. The company shall consist of such com- 
missioned and non-commissioned officers as 
prescribed by other hunting societies, unless 
a ao deem it necessary to alter them. 

3. It shall be the duty of the president to 
appoint the necessary number of officers,who 
shall hold their offices until December 25, 1844, 
when there shal! be a general election. 

4. Persons failing to attend either a meet- 
ing of the elub or a drive, after being notified, 
shal] pay for the benefit of the company one 
quart of whisky. 

5. Any member who shall shoot at a deer 
at the distance of sixty yards or 
less, without — shall pay balf a gallon. 
If he fails to draw lood he shall pay one gal- 
lon, and if he neglects to shoot when within 
sixty yards he shall pay not more than two 
gallons, at the discretion of the company. 

6. No person shall read a newspaper on his 
stand under a alty of one quart, aud in 
ease of such fine it shall be placed to the 
eredit of the driver. 

7. Any — going to sleep on or near a 
stand shall forfeit one quart, and if he shall 
snore so loud as to be heard 100 yards he 
shal) pay one gallon to the driver. 

8. Any member who shall fail to feed a dog 
belonging to the club when itis in his power 
to do so shall forfeit half a gallon for each 
dog, to be credited to the dog’s master. 

9. Any member who shall sit by the fire for 
more than half an hour without tcllinga 
deer story or calling fora horn shall forfeit 
one quart. 

10. No member is allowed to get so drunk 
after a drive as to require four persons to 
carry him to bed, under a penalty of one 
gallon. 

11. The members who goto bed with their 
boots on shall pay for the benetit of the land- 
lord one-quarter of venison. 

12. Any member who shall refuse to take a 
slice of good venison when invited shall for- 
feit one gallon for the benefit of the club. 

13. Any member getting so drunk asjto 
shoot at a horse, cow or sheep by mistake for 
a deer shall foot the bill at the first dramshop 
and have his grog — * for six months. 

14. Any member whois guilty of vontribut- 
ing for distant charitable purposes when his 
charity is needed at home shall forfeit two 
gallons. 

15. Any member who shall discover an in- 
dividual] of our opposers or enemies driving 
or keeping a hound hidin his barn or still 
hunting under a pretense of amusement or 
necessity, shall receive a premium of five 
ae and two plugs of tobacco, to be paid 

y the treasurer out of any liquor or tobacco 
not otherwise appropriated. 

16. Any member who shall play a game of 
cards withouta stake of tobacco shall pay 
for the benefit of the club not more than one 
plug nor less than one chew, at the option of 
the president. 

To the above rules and regulations we 
pledge ourselves, our lives, our fortunes and 
our skill in shooting.

A CAHOKIA MURDER. 


The Victim of Sanday Night’s Shooting 
Affray Dies. 


The shooting affray which took place near 
Peter Godin’s saloon, in Cahokia, last Sun- 


day evening, terminated fatally , Alex. Perio, 
the victim ofthe fatal bullet, breathing his 
last about two o’clock this morning. The 
quarrel which led to Perio’s death arose over 
an act of uncleanliness which Parras com- 
mitted in a room occupied by him- 


self and Louis Perio. Baptiste Naddua ana 
Peter Godin, in company with the two par- 
ties to the quarrel], were sitting outside of 
Godin’s saloon. Parras went into the house, 
and, after bis return, Perio visited the 
room just left by Parras. The condition of 
the floor aroused his indignation and he up- 
braided Parras for his uncleanliness be- 
fore the whole company. Strong lan- 
guage was used on both sides, which termin- 
ated in a scuffle. Godin and Naddua sepa- 
rated the belligerents, and all seemed settled 
Parras going into the house. He returned 
and the quarrel was renewed, and as before 
terminated m a wrestling match. Parras 
was thrown heavily to the ground, with 
Perio pummeling his he and face. 
Two shots in succession immediately fol- 
lowed and Perio rolled over, exclaim- 
ing: “I am shot!’’ He was taken to his 
father’s house, close by, and a physician 
summoned. Both balls lodged in the abdo- 
men, either of which would produce death. 
Parras lounged around the neighborhood 
until yesterday noon, when he suddenly dis- 
appeared. Perio suffered the most excru- 
ciating pain from his injuries, and 
at times fairly screamed with 
agony. No attempt had been 
made by the authorities of Cahokia to arrest 
the murderer till he escaped. Parras is des- 
cribed as being about 5 feet 7 inches high, 
very dark complexion, lame in one leg and 
about M years of age. The authorities here 
traced bim as far as the ferry, and think he is 
at present in St. Louis. Coroner Bader will 
hold an inquest this evening.
